Po!ice to receive 
funding to purchase 
bulletproof vests 


Wayne police may receive 
additional funding from the U. 
S. Justice Department to help 
pay for bulletproof vests pur¬ 
chased by the department. 

Wayne Police Chief Mike 
Sumeracki informed city coun¬ 
cil Tuesday night that there 
would be monies made avail¬ 
able through the Bureau of 
Justice Assistance (BJA) Bul¬ 
letproof Vest Partnership 
Grant Program. 

“In 1999, the department re¬ 
ceived funding for the pur¬ 
chase of 10 bulletproof vests,” 
Sumeracki stated. “The fund¬ 
ing was initially to provide for 
50 percent of the costs, how¬ 
ever, due to the large number 


of applicants the BJA reduced 
funding. 

“The 2000 Bulletproof Vest 
Program allows jurisdictions 
to apply for additional funding 
for vests purchased under the 
1999 program,” Sumeracki ad¬ 
ded. 

According to the Wayne po¬ 
lice chief, the department re¬ 
ceived $3,000 funding in 1999, 
“and we recently received no¬ 
tification of an additional 
$2,145 funding for 2000. Total 
funding of $5,145 was received 
from the BJA Bulletproof Vest 
Partnership Grant Program to 
cover the $11,750 cost of the 10 
vests.”

Grant to provide funds for police cameras 


Wayne police vehicles will 
be equipped with video cam¬ 
eras in the near future thanks 
to a $22,500 grant awarded the 
department by the Michigan 
Municipal Risk Management 
Authority. 

“The cameras will be 
mounted on all marked police 
vehicles,” Wayne Police Chief 


Mike Sumeracki informed 
Mayor Robert J. Dickerson and 
council members Tuesday 
night. 

“Five police vehicles are al¬ 
ready equipped with video 
cameras,” added Sumeracki, 
who went on to stress that 
“video cameras in police vehi¬ 


cles enhance officers’ safety, 
reduce court case challenges, 
and reduce liability exposure 
and frivolous lawsuits.” 

The Wayne police chief 
noted that cameras are also a 
pro-active measure to void al¬ 
legations of racial profiling. 

Sumeracki recommended to 


mayor and council that they 
accept the $22,500 grant, and 
that the local lawmakers also 
approve the required match¬ 
ing funds needed to meet the 
requirements for qualifying 
for the grant. 

Council unanimously ap¬ 
proved the police chief’s re¬ 
quest.

Now that Griffin and Scott are 
gone, time to extend olive branch 


It was one of the sadder moments in 
Westland’s 31-year history, when 
Charles “Trav” Griffin resigned from 
office with both barrels firing at his 
critics last week. Sad, because this 
was a lousy ending to a political ca¬ 
reer that has spanned three decades. 
And doubly sad, because we should be 
thanking Griffin for his years of ser¬ 
vice but instead are amused at the 
verbal tirades he issued to his oppo¬ 
nents in his resignation speech. 

Trav, it just didn’t need to be this 
way. I know you are frustrated and 
hurt because a vocal opposition group 
was able to destroy your 4-3 majority 
on the board, but I maintain that the 
Gracins and their supporters wouldn’t 
have gotten to first base if you and 
Dave Cox hadn’t fueled their cam¬ 
paign with disparaging and offensive 
remarks. 

Now that two council people 
(Sharon Scott quit earlier) have re¬ 
signed in disgust, recall proponents 
have set their sights on Cox and David 
James. But with voting mates, Scott 
and Griffin, now gone maybe it is time 
that Cox and James, or the recall 
group extend the “olive branch.” In a 
year when presidential politics should 
be dominating the political scene, 
Westland’s lengthy and divisive coun¬ 
cil meetings are stealing the thunder. 

It is time to stop. Recall proponents 
have managed to send two council 
people packing. For all intents and 
purposes they have won. Coupled with 
the expected retirement of Mayor 
Robert Thomas, the old guard that has 
had a choke hold on Westland politics 
for 25 years is now kaput. Thus it is 
time for recall proponents to take 
their sights off Cox and James, and 
redirect them towards finding another 
consensus council person like Scott’s 
replacement, Joe Eadeh. 

With that as the ultimate goal all of 
us should take the gloves off and work 
towards making Westland a better 
place in which to live and work. The 



turmoil of 
the past 
nine 

months has 
been em¬ 
barrassing. 

Political 
discord has 
found homes in Hamtramck and War¬ 
ren, but hopefully its residency in 
Westland is temporary. Let’s get on to 
more important things, council peo¬ 
ple. 

Romulus has taken a small step in 
improving fire coverage. Last week 
council voted to add full-time fire¬ 
fighters (the figure talked about is 
eight) to their volunteer force. A small 
step, I write, because many residents 
feel sixteen full-time firefighters 
would be a more appropriate number. 

It is hard for me and probably oth¬ 
ers not so close to Romulus politics, to 
imagine a city of this size, with literal¬ 
ly hundreds of industrial buildings 
and dozens of large hotels, has only 
two full-time salaried employees on 
the fire department payroll. But that 
is indeed the case, and when council 
voted to hire paid firefighters for a 
six-month probationary period last 
week, it was cause for many to cele¬ 
brate. 

What many believed was a recipe 
for disaster is now on the right track. 
If eight full-timers are hired, that 
would allow each fire station to be 
manned by two full-time firefighters. 
Additionally the council voted to hire 
29-year fire department veteran Jerry 
Labach as Fire Department Coordina¬ 
tor. His charge is to work alongside 
Chief Dave Allison to organize the 
“new look” fire department that will 
include the salaried firefighters work¬ 
ing with the volunteers. 

Long overdue, the action was finally 
taken, and we all can breathe a sigh of 
relief. Thank you, city council! 


Will RU-486 affect election? 


When the major an¬ 
nouncement broke last week 
that the abortion assistance 
drug RU-486 was ready to be 
marketed in the U.S., both 
political parties questioned 
if the factor would have any 
impact on the presidential 
or top senatorial races next 
month. 

Most in reality a few days 
after the announcement felt 
the FDA action was too late 
for much political push or 
pull. 

Radio commentators 
stressed that the approval of 
the abortion drug had been 
a long term goal of President 
Clinton, one that he has 
championed since the first- 
month of his initial presi¬ 
dential term. 

The irony is that its use 
has now been accomplished 
in the final months of his 
last term. 

It appears the only ones 
discussing the RU drug are 
those in the “already decid¬ 
ed” listings for the Novem¬ 
ber election. 

If anything the FDA ap¬ 



proval hardens the verbage 
on both sides of the issue, 
with those favoring abor¬ 
tions touting its arrival from 
Europe and the pro-life 
forces blasting it as simply 
another speedier weapon for 
killing unborn children. 

Diane Trombley, public 
relations director Right to 
Life-Lifespan of Metro De¬ 
troit, blistered the area and 
national press for what she 
called their “slanted” cover¬ 
age of the FDA announce¬ 
ment. 

Many media persons 
across the U.S. have pro¬ 
claimed the drug’s use in 
America...not so much in 
their editorials, but via their 
selection of interview guests 
while preparing stories on 
the issue. 

Restrictions or not — us¬ 


ing the drug can be danger¬ 
ous — but it is doubtful RU- 
distributors would allow its 
harmful side to be exposed 
in the next 5-6 weeks. 

Thus we will apparently 
have to wait until the new 
year for its potential sinister 
side to develop. 

If Texas Gov. George Bush 
wins the election, we may 
never know some of the an¬ 
swers. Bush is an opponent 
of the drug’s use and could 
press for its end, before it 
gets started. 

Meanwhile if Vice Presi¬ 
dent A1 Gore wins, the 
chance of knowing the force 
of the RU-486’s power will 
quickly be established. 

Don’t be too surprised 
though if you soon see “RU” 
and “RU-Not” pins and 
bumper stickers being 
flashed about at political 
pow wows this month. 

But they may not have the 
same clout or mystique as 
pregnant ladies bearing po¬ 
litical pins stating “Nixon’s 
the One!” had back in the 
early 70’s.

Westland politics comes of age 


Coming of age stories have al¬ 
ways been popular because we 
can always identify with the strug¬ 
gles of growing up. 

In the best coming of age books 
or movies, characters often lose 
their innocence. In The Beach (the 
rip-roaring novel, not the snoozer 
movie), the characters lose their 
wanderlust and return from their 
perch in paradise to their nests in 
the rat race. In Virgin Suicides (the 
book and movie), events mutate 
the Grose Pointe boys budding 
puppy love for some sad sisters in¬ 
to lifelong doubts. 

Even in “Survivor,” the young 
eager twenty-somethings fall prey 
to their cagier elders, though it’s 
unclear whether the twenty-some¬ 
things matured like my fictional 
examples. 

Most of us relate to these com¬ 
ing of age tales because our own 
innocence died hard. 

The more compassionate 
among us reach out to the inno¬ 
cent, hoping to save them grief, 
even political innocents. 

In the case of Westland Coun¬ 
cilman Richard LeBlanc, who 
naively apologized to fellow Coun¬ 
cilman David Cox, it’s too late to 
warn him about being too trusting. 

For those not following the 
Westland soap opera, Cox and for¬ 
mer Council President Trav Grif¬ 
fin had demanded apologies from 
LeBlanc and Councilman Glenn 
Anderson, who had asked the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office 
to investigate Cox and Griffin for 
violating the Open Meetings Act 
when they kicked former Clerk 
Pat Gibbons out of her city hall of¬ 
fice. After the prosecutor dis¬ 
missed the allegations, LeBlanc 
accepted the bait and apologized. 
In turn, Cox said that he would not 
take legal action against LeBlanc. 

“I made a deal based on some- 



said LeBlanc. 

But Monday night, after the 
worm turned, LeBlanc an¬ 
nounced, “I’m done shaking 
hands with certain people.” 

What caused LeBlanc to lose 
his innocence was a recent con¬ 
versation he had with Cox that he 
repeated to the city council, with 
its large cable TV audience. In the 
conversation, according to 
LeBlanc, Cox said that he would 
sue LeBlanc, though not for 
prompting the prosecutor’s Open 
Meeting Act inquiry. And that 
LeBlanc would learn of the suit’s 
claims by year’s end. 

“My Christmas present,” said 
LeBlanc. 

No longer an innocent, 
LeBlanc said, “Enough is 
enough”; and vowed to make Cox 
pay if the suit turns out to be frivo¬ 
lous. 

The other innocents are mem¬ 
bers of the recall group, who cling 
to a Frank Capra-like faith in 
democracy 

That faith was present in Bren¬ 
da Gracin, a recall leader, when 
she asked council to include citi¬ 
zens in deciding which applicant 
should replace Griffin, who re¬ 
cently resigned after becoming a 
recall target 

“It is the people who are solely 
responsible for electing and re¬ 
moving people from office, and it 
is the people who should have the 
final voice in this selection,” she 


pie’s, would be for an honest indi¬ 
vidual who deemed it his or her 
duty to serve the people of this 
community, and not those who 
place him or her in that seat” 

She made the request because 
she concluded that the selection 
process “is a power play to select 
who is best for yourselves individ¬ 
ually, who can best promote your 
own cause, your own agenda, so 
you can continue the status quo, 
and whom can be stronger for you 
when decisions must be made ” 

She warned that power politics 
would result in the large recall 
block, which gained over 6,000 sig¬ 
natures against Cox, Griffin, and 
David James in five weeks, pun¬ 
ishing the power players at the 
polls. 

“You are there to serve this city 
and its people, to make our com¬ 
munity a better place to raise our 
children, to govern with an honest 
hand, and to always promote the 
welfare and well being of the com¬ 
munity and the people who live 
here, not your own welfare,” she 
said. 

After watching 10 months of 
Westland politics, it seems the 
height of innocence for Gracin to 
believe that Westland City Council 
members can put aside politics 
when assembling four votes. 

Since politics at its best is the 
art of compromise (or will be until 
all agree on how to govern best), 
horse trading takes place. 

The best bet would be for the 
recall group to join the horse trad¬ 
ing. The group’s power politics 
persuaded Scott and Griffin to 
step down. Properly applied, it 
could influence the council selec¬ 
tion. But I doubt whether the re¬ 
call group can influence the coun¬ 
cil and remain innocent 


Vouchers will turn golden rule upside down 


The Chinese philosopher 
Confucius said,, “Don’t do 
anything to others you 
wouldn’t want done to you.” 
Jesus said, “Do unto others 
as you would have them do 
unto you.” There are two dif¬ 
ferences in the apparently 
similar “rules.” 

First, Jesus’ Golden Rule 
is a positive statement about 
giving the same priority 
treatment to others that we 
give ourselves, which in¬ 
cludes doing “good” for oth¬ 
ers. Confucius’ negatively 
stated “rule” suggests not 
doing “bad” things to others. 

The second difference is 
the Confucius homily appar¬ 
ently is acceptable in Michi¬ 



gan public schools, while the 
Golden Rule is not. 

National Heritage Acade¬ 
mies, a for-profit organiza¬ 
tion operating over twenty 
public (charter) schools in 
Michigan (including Romu¬ 
lus and Canton) publishes a 
syllabus used in instruction 
that includes a section on 
“character.” It contains 


many quotes from secular 
sources, including the one 
from Confucius, but none 
from the Bible. 

The academies should be 
given credit for attempting 
to inject some “morality” in¬ 
to the development of their 
students. However, since 
they are receiving “public” 
money, they must operate 
under the rules established 
by state and.federal bureau¬ 
crats under various regula¬ 
tions and court orders. The 
Bible, with its Ten Com¬ 
mandments and Golden Rule 
is “persona non grata” in 
Michigan public schools. 

One of the lessons that 
never seems to be learned by 


private groups clamoring for 
“public” money is that ac¬ 
cepting money from the gov¬ 
ernment, regardless of the 
money’s origin, will ulti¬ 
mately result in government 
control. (Look what’s hap¬ 
pening to the Boy Scouts.) 

The so-called “voucher” 
issue on the November bal¬ 
lot (Proposal 1) would em¬ 
power the state legislature 
to make rules for future op¬ 
eration of any schools ac¬ 
cepting vouchers. Private 
schools, and especially 
Christian schools, should 
ponder the lesson to be 
learned from Jesus’ eviction 
of the “money changers” 
from the temple.

To me the most strongly 
drawn figure in Victor Hugo’s 
panoramic novel of France, 
Les Miserables , is Javert, the 
stern, implacable pursuer of 
the hero Jean Valjean. As Jav- 
ert relentlessly chases Valjean 
across France and down 
through the years, he is a man 
obsessed by the appearnace of 
wrongdoing. 

And yet in the end, Javert 
comes faces to face with real¬ 
ity. He discovers that Valijean 
is a brave and honest man with 
the capacity to rise above his 
past. When Valjean spares his 
life, Javert is unhinged. He 
cannot comprehend a world in 
which his appearance-based 
perceptions of his foe are so 
strongly contradicted by the 
facts that were readily appar¬ 
ent to all eyes but his...and, so, 
he destroys himself. 

With the figure of Javert in 
the following observation, 
observation: 

"The mini-Executive that is 
the independent counsel, how¬ 
ever, operating in an area 
where so little is law and so 
much is discretion, is inten¬ 
tionally cut off from the unify¬ 
ing influence of the Justice 
Department, and from the per¬ 
spective that multiple respon¬ 
sibilities provide. How fright¬ 
ening it must be to have 
your own independent counsel 
and staff appointed, with noth¬ 
ing else to do but to investigate 
you until investigation is no 
longer worthwhile--with 
whether it is worthwhile not 
depending upon what such 


judgments usually hinge on, 
competing responsibilities.” 

Does this sound like a less 
grammatically-challenged 
James Carville having a bad 
day over the actions of 
Kenneth Starr? Surprisingly, it 

isn’t Rather, it is Justice Antonin 
Scalia of the United States. 
Supreme Court, dissenting in 
Morrison v Olson. Is Justice 
Scalia right? Is the indepen¬ 
dent counsil statute an institu¬ 
tionally bad idea, appearances 
gone wild? I suggest that he is. 

Since 1990, there have been 
eight independent counsels 
who have spent more than $80 
million. 

Five independent counsels 
did not even accurately report 
their expenditures, thereby vi¬ 
olating the very statute under 
which they were appointed. 

What is the solution to this 
mess? With respect to the inde¬ 
pendent counsel statute, I 
think the answer is straight^ 
forward, the Congress should al¬ 
low the statute to fade into the 
sunset when it comes up for 
renewal this year. 

Appearance based justice is 
not justice at all...and we 
should all be greatly con¬ 
cerned that, by loosing a horde 
of modern-day Javerts upon 
our high goverment officials, 
we may bring down the 
heavens and then search am¬ 
idst the rubble for a good rea¬ 
son why.

Patterson’s last-second field goal gives coach Carter his 60th victory

A Hollywood movie script 
writer could not have written it 
better 

There was plenty of action, sus¬ 
pense, blood and guts and a dra¬ 
matic hold-your-breath conclusion 
to the Wayne Memorial-Lincoln 
Park football game. 

And the play ended with the 
home town winning on a last- 
ditch, 36-yard field goal by senior 
Matt Patterson. 

Pattersons field goal with sev¬ 
en seconds left broke a 13-all tie 
and sealed a 16-13 victory for 
coach Floyd Carter’s Zebras. The 
victory not only snapped an 18- 
game Wayne losing streak but it 
had special significance for 
Carter 

It was Carter’s 60th career win 


which made him the winningest 
coach in Wayne’s 102-year history 
of competitive high school foot¬ 
ball. 

“What can I say,” said a breath¬ 
less Carter after Patterson’s kick 
split the upright. “It’s like a 
dream. It’s unbelievable. And 
what can I say about these kids, 
and about Matt (Patterson). 
They’re great kids, and I am so 
proud of them.” 

Carter and former coach, 
Chuck Howton, with 59 wins each, 
been tied for the unique Most Wins 
honor at Wayne. Carter came back 
three years ago to coach the team 
he had previously coached for 16 
years and continued the streak 

“These seniors lost a year ago, 
and they have worked hard. I am 
specially happy for the seven kids 
who have stayed with the pro¬ 
gram. It’s tough to do that when 


you’re losing, but they came back 
and practiced hard and provided 
the leadership for the others to 
follow” 

The Wayne victory did not 
come easy. 

With four minutes left in the 
game, Lincoln Park tied the score 
at 13 when Shane Brummel 
scored from four yards out on a 
fourth and two situation. Then, 
Brad Clair booted the extra point 
to tie the game for the second 
time. 

Lincoln Park drove 80-yards in 
15 plays, thanks to a fake punt on a 
fourth and 5 and a 27-yard pass 
from Ryan Trueblood to Nick Gre- 
fiez, to set up their second TD. 

Patterson came back with a 
vengeance with the Zebras. He 
drove them 61 yards in eight plays, 
the key of which were a pair of 
pass completions both to Clifton 


Edwards, who caught one for 25 
and another for a 24-yard gain. 

With 15 seconds left, it was “D” 
time for Wayne. 

“We didn’t have any timeouts 
left We could have allowed it to go 
into OT, but we decided on the 
field goal and it was a third down 
situation. 

“Matt was extremely cool un¬ 
der pressure and you have to give 
him a lot of credit. This team 
would not be denied.” 

Wayne scored first On the sec¬ 
ond play from scrimmage, Patter¬ 
son handed oft to Darian Mitchell, 
who broke one for 72 yards for a 
touchdown with 10:47 on the 
clock 

Patterson kicked the extra 
point lifting the hosts to a 7-0 lead. 

Lincoln Park came back in the 
second quarter and capitalized on 
a Wayne turnover for its first 


score. Jacob Steichen pounced on 
a loose ball and that gave the Rail- 
splitters possession at the Wayne 
21-yard line. 

Then, after Ryan Trueblood 
and Dan Wright combined on a 13- 
yard pass completion in a third 
and 12 situation, LP running back 
Robert Llanes found a hole in the 
Wayne defense and lunged 
through from five yards out for the 
TD. 

Brad Clair’s successful PAT 
tied the score at Severn 

With 55 seconds left in the first 
half, Edwards provided the hero¬ 
ics as he picked off a misguided 
LP missile and returned it 43 
yards for a touchdown to once 
again give the Zebras the lead (13- 
7). 

Patterson missed the extra 
point, as his kick went wide to the 
right of the upright 


Then came Brummel’s four 
yard touchdown run, with Clair 
missing the extra point that left 
the two Mega Conference Red Di¬ 
vision opponents tied at 13. 

Mitchell had his best game of 
the season as he rushed for 122 
yards on 17 attempts and scored 
one TD. Patterson completed six 
of 17 passes for 65 yards to go 
along with kicking the winning 
field goal.

Romulus continues to

morrow. 

“These license plates offer 
Michigan residents an oppor¬ 
tunity to show pride in the uni¬ 
versity of their choice while at 
the same time helping the uni¬ 
versities raise some much 
needed revenue,” Secretary 
Miller said.
